The 
first line of this system went from 
the main part of Los Angeles to 
Westlake Park. The people along 
the line gave a subsidy of $50,000 
to the promotors. With the tre- 
mendous increase in population 
in the last thrée decades the lines 
have been extended until Los An- 
gles now has one of the best 
street railway systems in the 
United States. 

The last decade of the nine- 
teenth century witnessed the dis- 
appearance of the horse drawn 
car but the bob car and the mule 
held right of way on Main street 
until they were relegated in 1895 
to the junk heap and the contrac.

While filming a whaling 
story, a crew of seven mation-pic 
ture men shipped out of New Bed- 
ford under an old sea captain 
who had been instructed that the 
picture was laid in 1850, and he 
was to duplicate the conditions of 
that period. 

The old salt was faithful to or- 
ders, and those seven men were 
served salt horse and hard tack 
for fourteen days, with split pea 
soup at every meal! 

If they wanted a whale hunting 
expedition as it was in the fifties, 
the captain did his best to make 
it realistic. 

In “The King of Kings,” seventy 
tons of qquipment was sent to 
Catalina Island for the filming of

(Continued from Fifth Page) 
they were drawn by the young 
men. The couples thus paired off 
by chance became friendly and it 
was not unosual for the affair to 
end in matrimony. 


This romantic drawing custom 
enjoyed a wide popularity 
throughout the Empire, and, after 
all, that was not ufinaturel con- 
sidering its pleasing outcome. 
The Fathers of the Church viewed 
the proceedings with displeasure, 
as they did-all pagan customs, yet 
they could not entirely eliminate 
the ceremony. In the fifth cen- 
tury, Lupercalia was changed to 
a Christian Feast but the drawing 
feature was retained. Instead of 
a lady’s name, however, that of a 
saint’s was substituted, the idea 
being to provide a sterling patron 
for the drawer to emulate. As 
might be expected, the change 
was not popular. Youth, being 
what it is, would have none of it. 
So, as St. Valentine's Feast Day 
came nearest the Roman Love 
Festival, Dies Februata, corre- 
sponding to our February fif- 
teenth, the Church wisely gave 
lovers into Valentine's keeping. 

Besides being the guardian cf 
lovers, St. Valentine was also the 
patron of birds. One of the 
quaint superstitions of his festi- 
val was that birds, as we well as 
humans, selected their mates on 
his day. More than one early 
writer held this view and not the 
least known of them was Chaucer. 
“For this was Saint Valentine's 
Day” he wrote “When e~ery foule 
cometh to chese hir mate.” 

The drawing custom, begun by 
the Romans, lasted well into the 
Middle Ages; first as a pastime of 
the peasantry and later as a cere 
monial of the knights of chivalry.

Beale set out from Albuquerque 
in 1857, crossed New Mexico, Ari- 
zona, and the Mojave Desert, ar- 
riving safely at Fort Tejon, Cali- 
fornia, with the camels ‘as fat as 
ever, and gazing about them with 
that alr of deep disdain and bore- 
dom so characteristic of these 
critters. 


To Fort Tejon 


. The War Department intended 
to use these animals to carry com- 


missaries, supplies, etc. to the 
army posts in California, Arizona 
and New Mexico; and this partic- 
ular camel train made several 
trips between Fort Tejon and Al 
buquerque. 

Hence these unique camel car- 
avans were often seen in Los An- 
geles, and the Los Angeles Star 
of January 8, says:—“A drove of 
fourteen camels under the man- 
agement of Lieut. Beale arrived 
in Los Angeles. They were on 
their way from Fort Tejon to the 
Colorado River and the Mormon 
country; and each animal was 
packed with 1000 pounds of pro- 
visions and military stores. With 
this load, they made from thirty 
to forty miles per day, finding 
their own subsistence in even the 
most barren country, and going

Value of Large Structures 
Put at $110,000,000 


Sixty-five Major Projects 
Used for Offices 
Better Construction Plan 
Features Rising 


Construction of tall buildings in 
Los Angeles during the past few years 
has been marked chiefly by the use 
of finer building materials and «@ 
steady trend toward more expensive, 
and consequently more permanent, 
methods. 

This is one of the highlights in a 
report compiled for A. T. 
treasurer of the Interstate Mortgage 
and Investment Company, details of 
which have just been released. The 
report includes a survey of buildings 
in Los Angeles ten stories or more 
in height. The survey probably is as 
compiete as can be made. 

There are 109 structures in the 
city rising ten stories or more, and 
the total cost of building them 
amounted to almost 8$110,000,000, ac- 
cording to Mr. Pelton. He pointed 
out that the total investment in land 
and buildings probably would come 
to three times this figure. 

The survey showed that Los Angeles 
has sixty-five office buildings of that 
height, nine hotels, five apartment 
houses, five clubs, three county build- 
ings, one school bullding and twenty- 
one commercial and miscellaneous 
structures. The new Roosevelt Bulld- 
and the Subway Terminal Building 
are the largest office structures in the 
city. About 90 per cent of these 
structures were built by members of 
the Southern California chapter, As- 
sociated General Contractors. 

“In the last five years there has 
been a decided change in the type 
of tall buildings erected here,” said 
the investment company executive. 
“Prior_to 1920, the average expendi- 
ture for a high building was about 
$500,000. Today the average con- 
struction cost runs to $1,000.00. or 
more principally because of greater 
use of high-grade building materials 
and more expensive construction 
methods. Exterior walls of tall struc- 
tures are being faced with terra cot- 
ta, face brick and other materials 
which add to their  atractiveness. 
Decorative tile, roofing tlle and spe- 
Clal terra cotta shapes also are in 
greater demand. This tendency ‘is 
confirmed by reports from Gladding, 
McBean & Co., one of the largest 
clay products concerns in the South- 
west.”

Artificial Formulae 

Whether or not we deplore the fact that 
mothers do not nurse their children is be- 
side the question.

Chemical analysis reveals that human 
milk does not contain quite as much fat as 
does cow's milk. Consequently, general 
usage demands dilution of cow's milk. 

Supplements to Milk 

For all ordinary conditions, distilled or 
boiled water is quite satisfactory. 

I would not consider water as a useless 
milk accessory. It is only when we change 
milk by other means that we change it dis- 
advantageously.

The shape, size, development and thick- 
ness of the jaws depend, to a large extent, 
upon the relative development of the teeth 
and gums.. 

Hereditary influences undoubtedly play a 
considerable part in the early formation of 
the teeth. 


Where the mother’s diet is such that she 
consumes considerable organic mineral salts 
in the form-of fresh fruits and vegetables, 
the tendency will be for the child to have 
well-formed, evenly matched teeth of good 
consistency and strength. 

Where, however, the mother has accus- 
tomed herself to a diet of refined starches, 
white sugar, meats, pastries, stimulating 
and alcoholic drinks, the greater chances 
are that teeth and mouth malformations 
will be present. 

Habits During Infancy 

Even after the child is born there are 
many elements in his care and hygiene 
witich ultimately go to determine the type 
of mouth he will have. " 

When a mother permits her child to be- 
come a chronic thumb and finger-sucker, the 
distortion to the jaw, plus the nervous irri 
tation, is frequently sufficient to distort the 
even arrangement of the teeth and jaw- 
bone. 


Far more important, however, is the diet 
fed to children. 

When this diet is loaded with candies and 
other synthetic sweets, with excessive quan- 
titles of refined cereals, dairy products, 
meats and eggs, the nutrient ingredients for 
adequate teeth formation are absent. 

There are few mouths that look so ugly as 
those containing decaying,  ill-smelling, 
cavity-filled teeth. These cavities; as the 
result of such poor diet, may be responsible 
for more serious ailments such as alveolar 
abscess and later pyorrhea. 


Early Decay 

Mothers are mistaken who believe it is a 
normal process for children’s teeth to un- 
dergo decay. 

The first teeth, known as milk or decidu- 
ous teeth, should not undergo rotting. Their 
replacement should be painiess, without 
putrefaction, and, by a simple, yet natural

General Health 

In the entire subject of care of the teeth 
there is more than the mere use of the 
toothbrush and dentifrice. 

The fact is that the toothbrush and dentt- 
frice play a very minor part in mouth hy- 
giene. Far more important are the condi- 
tion of the stomach, the purity of the bilood- 
stream, the state of the nervous system, 
the vital reserves and the freedom from in- 
fectious and contagious diseases. 

Diet Habits 


A diet rich in the natural fruits, vege- 
tables, whole grains and a few of the dairy 
products is a much better protective 
hygiene for good teeth than any other 
known to me. 

Associate this with a sensible eating re- 
gime in which the diet habits are such as to 
give the teeth their normal exercise, frictién 
and free circulation, and we have an “un- 
beatable” hygiene. 

When the food is soft, mushy and pre- 
digested, there is very little massage and 
free circulation in the gums. There is no 
pressure exerted to force the teeth firmer 
and firmer into the alveolar sockets.

Halitosis is a complaint frequently en- 
countered, yet seldom mentioned in talks on 
hygiene and oral care. Yet, its prevalence 
may be attested by any dentist or physician 
coming in contact with large numbers of 
patients. 

its Cause 

The cause of halitosis is not so much in 
mouth hygiene as in the condition of the 
stomach and the blood-stream, although one 
cannot overlook the fact that decaying 
teeth, pyorrhea and pus-filled abscesses are 
responsible for a great deal of putrid odor. 

To attempt to overcome this allment by 
the persistent use of medication is really 
substituting cause for effect. 

Halitosis is a by-product of putrefaction. 


We cannot destroy this putrefaction by the “’S 


consumption of counteracting odors. Drugs, 

antiseptic agents, deodorants and germi- 

cides are of little avail. They act merely as 

temporary expedients, in no sense getting 

at the cause. Most of them irritate, produc- 

ing canker sores and similar inflammations. 
“Lady” Nicotine 

Doctors are constantly speaking of bac- 
terial invasion of the mouth. This is based 
upon laboratory experiments revealing vart- 
ous pathogenic germs present in the mouth. 

With the hope of destroying these bac- 
teria, various mouth washes and gargie anti-. 
septics are recommended. Often the claim 
is made that smoking destroys such bac- 
teria. 

This is a frequently encountered argu- 
ment by our friends who court the seductive 
Lady Nicotine. 

The accuracy of this statement, however, 
should not go unchallenged. 

Both smoke and nicotine inflame the del!l- 
cate mucous membrane. Their bactericidal 
properties are equally effective in the de 


struction of an already over-infamed mu- 
cous membrane.

My difficulties all came through my deter- 
mination, at any price, to pay a calf of re- 
spect on my old chief, Wu Peitfu. When I 
le& Wu four years ago, he was practically 
dictator of China, placing in Peking the gov- 
ernment which he chose, kowtowed to by the 
Chinese and lionized by foreigners. 


My last mission for him, before I took ty- 
phoid fever and was shipped to America to 
recuperate, was to negotiate with Li Yuan- 
hung in Tientsin for his return to the presi- 
dency to fill out his term so rudely inter- 
rupted by the ten-day monarchical restora- 
tion of 1917. 

Many changes have taken place during 
these four years. Wu Pel-fu, suddenly 
ruined by the Christian general's defection 
in 1922, as suddenly came back to control 
of the Peking government a few months 
ago, and a few weeks ago was again 
catastrophically ruined by the amazing 
northern push of the Cantonese “Reds” and 
the desertion of his own commanders. 

Other changes, aside from those affecting 
the fortune of native politicos, have taken 
place. The foreigner, who four years ago 
could pass, with utter immunity, from army 
to army with all the military information he 
might choose to carry, has lost his prestige, 
I found, to the extent that he is seized, ex- 
amined, and held, the same as any other sus- 
pected spy. 

Many things have been laid at the door of 
the Bolsheviks in recent years. This loss of 
the white man’s prestige in Asia is one thing 
which may without injustice be blamed— 
or credited, depending on one’s viewpoint— 
equally to the Chinese reaction to Russian 
idealistic propaganda and to Russian oppor- 
tunistic interference in Chinese affairs. 

I disregarded the warnings from all sides 
not to go down the utterly disrupted Peking- 
Hankow railway in search of Wu, and, re-

Even those directly concerned in grothe 
ing citrus fruits often accept the results of 
the exchange’s work with little interest in 
how it is done, and it is safe to say that 
those outside the industry rarely give it the 
most casual thought. Yet the means em- 
ployed, the development and the plans of an 
organization such as this one, are worth 
the consideration of anyone interested in 
the economic welfare of California. 


This gigantic co-operative organization op- 
erates through twenty-two district ex- 
changes which act as branch offices of the 
exchange, and as business and adminis- 
trative offices for the 201 member associa- 
tions. Some associations have more than 
one packing-house as there are 214 under 
“Exchange” control. Fifty of these packing- 
houses are within the San Joaquin Valley 
citrus belt, and a number are in the north- 
ern district centering in Butte county. The 
great majority of associations, and houses, 
of course, are in Southera California, home

The thirty-three years that have passed 
pitie the sales department, the central 
body of the exchange system, was organ- 
ized, have been marked with expansions cal- 
culated to meet the problems which have 
risen both within and without the organiza- 
tion.

Potatoes are not always advisable in the 
home garden, if the space is limited. On 
the other hand, the writer knows gardeners 
who plant the lowly spud to the exclusion 
of practically all other crops. It is all ac- 
cording to how well you like them fréshly 
a and how your particular soil. produces 

em. 


The best potatoes for planting in South- 
ern California are the White Rose, Red Rose 
and British Queen. Any of these varieties 
will produce well here, but the writer favors 
the Red Rose for the home garden, recog- 
nizing the fact, however, that the White 
Rose is the most popular for commercial 
culture. The seed should be cut with two 
eyes on a piece if possible, with the seed 
pieces pretty large, about the size of a 
hen’s egg.

Seeds sown in the open are often pro 
tected with a cheesecloth screen supported 
by stakes and held about a foot above the 
seed-bed. This prevents the caking of the 
surface. Most catalogues note which seeds 
prefer transplanting and which should be 
sown where they are to grow. Anything 
may be sown now which is not listed as too 
tender to withstand frost. All “hardy an- 
nuals” may be sown now in the open, but 
good-sized plants are produced more quickly 
when sown in flats; also the flat is easily 
protected if unexpected cold weather does 
come. 

When two or three leaves have formed, 
the tiny seedlings are “pricked out” as the

each year. In 1926, 16,822 dairy cows were 
shipped into California from eight States 
and Canada. Probably even more will be 
imported during 1927. This is, according to 
Dr. Iverson, an unsound condition for Call- 
fornia, especially in the light of the fact 
that the State has a most favorable climate 
and excellent feed for the production of as 
good dairy cows here as anywhere on the 


Coatinent. 


In order for a local milk inspection de- 
partment to secure the approval of the 
State of California, it must comply with all 
the provisions of the pure milk law with re- 
gard to both equipment and methods, ac- 
cording to Dr. M. E. McDonald, market milk 
specialist of the California Department of 
Agriculture. There are now forty-two of 
these approved departments in California, 
and they handle about 90 per cent of all 
California market milk. Authorities in 
Michigan and Washington are studying the 
California system. 


There are 893 cows in the herds now on 
test in the Kern County Cow Testing Assa- 
ciation. A. Earl Ahmann, a graduate of the 
Bakersfield Union High School and a for- 
mer calf club boy, is the present tester. The 
association directors recently voted to ear- 
tag all cows tested and to certify all records 
with a seal. They also decided to have a 
dairy day in the Panama district south of 
Bakersfield in the near future. 


The American Jersey Cattle Club re 
ports that Grace's Wildflower, & mature 
Jersey cow owned by Ferdinand R. Bain, 
Palms, Cal, has completed an official 
365-day production test in which she 
produced 686.37 pounds of butterfat from 
15,788 pounds of milk. Her milk aver- 
agéd 4.35 per cent butterfat and she car- 
ried a calf 248 days. With this record she 
has qualified for the register of merit. 


1926 daiyymen of Kings county 
received $5,500,000 for their milk and but- 
terfat, according to statistics issued re- 
cently by the Kings County Farm Bureau. 
Last year $200,000 worth of beef cattle, $150,-
